London, July 28, 1821.—The journey of Lord Watpote to 
Vienna has for object, we understand, ta persuade Austria to 
concur with us ia some measures for frustrating the views of 
Russia with respect to Tarkey. France, it is said, 1s as much 
alarmed at the present aspect of affairs as our Government, and 
ready to join with us and the Government of Austria in the above 
object. It is wished to endeavour to prevent, if possible, the 
advance of a Rassian army on Constantinople, but at the same 
time to withdraw the Greeks from the dominion of the Turks ; at 
all events, to obtain for them the independent possession of the 
Morea and the Greek Islands. No friend to humanity would 
wish to see the Greeks again placed at the mercy of the Turks, 
and if some plan like the above can be fallen on for preventing 
the extension of Russian dominion, and yet securing the Greeks 
from Turkish excesses, it will, we believe, be productive of very 
general satisfaction. The greatest difficulty will be to reconcile 
the Turks to such an arrangement ; but this difficulty, we appre- 
hend, will not be insurmountable. 


There is no question, bet that the conduct of Russia has 
filled Ministers with very great alarm. The Emperor ALExanwer 
has always, indeed, personally given the strongest assurance of 
his pacific intentions ; bat the acts of every person in the em- 
ployment of Rassia, betray intentions of an opposite nature. 
Even they who have the strongest reliance on the sincerity of the 
Emperer, must allow that there is but too much ground for ap- 
prehension. 

We received yesterday the Paris Papers of Tuesday last, 
The Chamber of Peers on Monday received the report of the 
Committee on the Projet relative to the continuance of the Censure 
on the Journals. It docs not appear from the Bulletin, for what 
day the discussion was fixed. A Petition was laid upon the Table 
by the Count de Secur, signed by a great number of literary 
men, against the Amendment introduced in the Chamber of De- 
puties, by which Joarnals not political are subjected to the 
Censure. 

We give, from the ConsTiTUTIONNEL, an extract of a private 
Jetter, stating the destraction of great part o§ Smyrna, and the 
massacre of a number of Christians by the Turkish populace; 
but from a comparison of dates, there is ground left for hope that 
the statement is partly erroneous, The letier from Smyrna, 
above alluded to. is dated the 19th of June, and it refers to four 
days preceding, whilst the intelligence in the Monitreur of Monday, 
which we gave yesterday, was of the 17th from Smyrna, at which 
period, though it was stated that the massacre of the Greeks 
continued, tke destruction of the town appeared to have been 
prevented. 


It is surely unnecessary for us to repeat that, in rejoicing at 
the defeat of the Bridge-street Association, we are far from ex- 
pressing any approbation of the conduct pursued by the Car- 
rites. The organ of the Association dwells very much, as was 
to be expected, on the impiety of Cartite, whose shop he calls 
a mart for blasphemy,—with a view to induce a belief that the 
indictment of the Association had a reference to the blasphemous 
or irreligious publications.—But the writer knows very well that 
he here means to insinuate: what is not reconcileable with trath, 
for the department of blasphemy and irreligion is already occupied 
by the Society for the Suppression of Vice, which certainly can- 
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not be charged with any remissness in the work of prosecution. 
The Bridge-street Association has nothing to do with irreligion 
and blasphemy ; its object is solely and exclusively to put down 
political discussion, and it is in vain for it to attempt to free it- 
self from the odiam of this object by the fraudulent substitution 
of another, which is monopolized by the other Society. 


“ Well might Mr. Gurney say,” observes this writer, “that 
this shop was a disgrace to the Magistracy of the City of London, 
Here is a mart for impiety and disaffection—a hot-bed for pollut- 
ing the morals and slaying the souls of youth—a den infinitely 
more pernicious than the worst brothel in the Metropolis ;—it 
stands open for weeks, and months, and years, in the most pub- 
lic thoroughfare of the City ;—and if we ask why the local Ma- 
gistrate does not interfere to abate so fearful a nuisance, we can 
obtain no better answer than that Mr. WairHMan is the Alder- 
man of the Ward.” 


We have toobserve, in the first place, that we really do not 
see how Mr. WattuMman can be reproached with the existence of 
this shop, for we never heard of any law which armed him or any 
other Magistrate with a power of shutting up a shop on the 
ground of abating a nuisance, If Sir Wittiam Curtis had been 
Alderman of the Ward instead of Mr. WaituMan, the result in 
this respect must have been precisely the same. 

In the next place, the introdaction of the irreligion of the 
CaRLILEs might have been here suitable enough, if any of them 
had been tried for the publication of an irreligious work, and ac- 
quitted, Bat what is the fact? A verdict of guilty has been found 
in every prosecution, and one prosecution has always followed 
closely upon the heels of another. The Society for the Suppressi- 
on of Vice has availed itself of every means which the law allows ; 
nor do we think it is possible for human industry to do more than 
has been done by it in the case of the Cartites. The law has 
been repeatedly appealed to; it has bad its full course ; severity 
has been tried, but it has been tried in vain; for the sale of irreli- 
gious works is still continued, it seems, in spite of every severity, 


The failure of the attempts of the Society for the Suppres- 
sion of Vice, in the case of the Car.ites, may lead to a doubt of 
the wisdom of prosecutions ¢ven for irreligious libels, but cannot 
surely furnish grounds for the prosecution of political libels. 
We have already observed, that these prosecutions must haye 
the effect of calling the attention of the public to infidel publica- 
tions, and inspiring many with a desire to read them who other- 
wise might never have bestowed a thought on the subject, 
Another effect they mast have, and that is, to shake the confi- 
dence of men in the traths of religion, by inducing a belief that 
its grounds will not bear examination. The Christian religion 
obtained its sway over the minds of men in spite of persecution, 
and it requires not persecution for its support. Nothing, in- 
deed, is so much the subject of regret with all the writers who 
have distinguished themselves as its champious, from Larpyer 
down to Watsonand Cnarmers, as the ill-judged zeal of those 
who, with the idea of doing a service to religion, are in reality its 
greatest enemies, by creating an idea that it requires the aid of 
pains and penalties. These foolish persons, if reason and expe- 
rience were not loston them, ought to know from what took place 
when it was attempted to prevent the spread of the reformed 
doctrines by persecution, that if the only obstacle to the spread 
of irreligion were the penalties against it, that obstacle would 
soon be overcome ; and that the only reason why it does not spread 
is, because religion rests on stronger grounds. 
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Aylesbury, July 21, 1821.—The Bucks Chronicle speaks of the 
Coronation in the following terms :—** We have given a long ac- 
count of the ceremony of Thursday, not for our own gratification, 
but to satisfy the curiosity of our Readers. The peculiar cireum- 
Stanees attending it are sufficient to render it any thing but a 
subject of pride and rejoicing; but under ‘any circumstances, it 
is a ceremony totally unworthy of a nation advanced to a state 
of manhood. The gaudiness and glare of pomp are excusable 
as the playthings of a people in the infancy of civilization, or 
even as the substitate for wisdom and intellect in the art of go- 
verning, when King and people are equally too barbarous to im- 
agine any better mode. But, we believe, a manliness of mind 
has grown up with progressive reason in the people of Eagland, 
which is not only saperior to the littleness of pageantry and show, 
but is indignant at such clamsy and childish attempts to gratify 
orcajole, If a stronger feeling were not awakened by the recol- 
lection that since the commencement of the new reign no better 
method has been devised by Ministers to meet the nation’s loy- 
alty, the people would look upon the gorgeous pageantry of 
Thursday with contemptnous indifference, and leave it unheeded 
and almost unthought of, to the official and gratuitous sycophants 
of power. They have, in general, long ceased to be charmed 
with the solemn impertinences of pomp, and to the empty and 
the frivolous they leave emptiness and frivolity, If under any 
sircumstances the gewgaw of a Coronation is unsuitable to the 
manly spirit of the people, the circumstances which belonged to 
the present rendered its celebration peculiarly injudicious and in- 
expedient. If a position was ever established by legal argu- 
ment, the Qucen had proved her right to be crowned. and upon 
the same grounds, as the King's right was admitted; if unfortu- 
nately the events which have divided and are still dividing every 
portion of the community, and the feelings which are now nata- 
rally predominant in the bosom of the Kingz, made it impossible 
for them to be crowned together, still the Coronation of the King 
to the exclusion of the Queen was an act of injustice. The ce- 
remony was therefore an act of harshness and ecrnelty. We are 
suffering distress which no former annals of our history can 
parallel; bat which will be far exceeded by that which is ra- 
pidly advancing upon us. To expend 4000001. at the lowest 
ealculation, upon an unjast and ernel pageant, was consummate 
folly. For anact inwhich Ministers have contrived to combine 
injustice, cruelty, and folly, and of which the effect is to load 
the King with odium, only one groand of defence has been ever 
urged, namely, that the Coronation is a solemn ceremony, by 
which the King enters into a compact with the people, to ob- 
serve and execute thelaws. Of this assertion it is enough to 
Say, that the Coronation itself destroyed the truth of it. The 
people were not present at it, for they were stadiously excluded. 
Peers and official personages are not the People ; and the Com- 
mons, the Representatives of the People, were not invited. 
It was a private ceremony of grace and favour, to which, as .to 
a Ball at Carlton Palace, none had access but from particular 
invitation, or by special admission. Even the first subject of the 
realm, the highest Member of the Roval Family next to the King 
—the Queen of England, was refased admittance. It was a grave 

and formal farce, acted without an audience. for the private gra- 
tification of the performers. Tie use of a Coropation, if any, is 
to exbibit to the admiring people the person of their beloved and 

racious King. In the present instanee the soldiers occupied the 
place of the people, and fenced off the King from their admiration. 
If the people could not be trusted with their King, it is clear that 
the object of the Coronatioa could not be fulfilled: for the neople 
could not be present at the imaginary compact inte which the 
King was to enter with them, nor could the Roval Person be ex- 
hibited in the sight of the people. But the employment of sol- 
diers was a libel both on the King and the people—it presumed 
unpopularity in the one, and dislovalty in the other. The Mar- 
quess of Londonderry asserted, in answer to A qnestion by the 
Marquess of Tavistock, that no more soldiérs would be employed 
than were necessary for ornament and shew. The station of a 
large number of them at a short distance from the metropolis, and 
the dispersion of others over different parts of it, have stamped 
the assertion with falsehood. But the employmentof military for 
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ornament and shew at all, and the stadied military pomp throug! - 
out the whole proceedings were contrary to the spirit of a free 
‘onstitution ~and the civil solemnity of the Coronation has been 
degraded iato a mere military pagcant.” 


Bridge-street Association.—The organ of the Bridge-street 
Association is, as we expected, quite crest fallen, on account of 
the verdict in the case on which that body had placed its foudest 
hopes. The writer knows that this verdict was in reality the 
death blow of the Association, that its functions are at an end, 
and he no doubt anticipates a very different result in the trial, on 
which its teading Members will soon be put for their own conduct. 
He plucks up indeed sufficient courage at the close of his para- 
graph, to tellus that the effect of discharging the Jury simply 
was to place “the culprit in the state in which she stood before 
the Jury was impannelled; and it will therefore remain for the 
Association to determine whether or under what circumstances 
the proceedings are'to be renewed.” Here, however, heis, as 
usual, rather unfortunate in his Law. But we will not now stop 
to argue the question whether the Association can, if so disposed, 
renew the proceedings against Mary Ann Carvite ; for certain 
we are that even if it had the power, which it has not, it would 
never think of making the attempt. 


An idea has always been entertained in this country, that 
the great object of Jury Trials was in a great measure frustrated 
by the introduction of Special Juries among us. Juries can only 
be impartial where neither party, directly or indirectly, has any 
influence in their nomination, This is the case with respect to 
Common Juries; but the manner in which the lists of persons 
liable to serve as Special Jurors are made up, and in which the 
Jurors are appointed, opens the door to a system of management 
or packing, altogether inconsistent with the idea of impartiality. 
Hence Special Juries too often cease to answer the object for 
which Juries are appointed, namely, to be a check on a Judge, 
and instead of it yield a blind deference to his directions. This 
is worse than if the matter were left altogether to the Judge, for 
it serves to free him from responsibility, the fear of which might 
sometimes not be without a benefical influence. In the cant 
language of some of the Special Jurors of this description, the 
man who does not yield a blind deference to the Jadge, who 
wishes to deliberate and to be convinced before pronouncing an 
opinion, is called obstinate. Thus, for instance, in the trial of 
Mary Ann Cantite, before the Jary had deliberated an hour, 
in consequence of a message from the Foreman to the Judge they 
were called into Court, when one of the Jurymeu expressively 
observed, “My Lord, there ts obstinacy.” Aye, aye, the mau 
who has a conscience cannot help being a little obstinate at times, 
especially when complaisance may be attended with the ruin of 
an innocent fellow-subject. 


The organ of the Bridge-street Association, who does not 
conceal his partiality for Special Jurymen, and his hatred of 
Talesmen, because the latter are beyond the reach of improper 
influence, has alowed his hatred to carry him a little too far, 
The individual whom he singles out as pre-eminently obstinate, 
was, by all accounts, a Special Juryman, and not a Talesman. 


We endeavoured, in our Paper of yesterday, to shew that 
society required no such restraints on discussion, as [the Bridge- 
street Association, and similar expounders of the law of libel 
would impose on us, and we instanced the case of America, 
where a prosecution cannot even take place for a political libel, 
and where the Government, so far from suffering in consequence, 
has, by trusting “to public opinion, and to the spontaneous, 
counteracting publications, from among the people themselves, 
for the refutation of libels,” became actually stronger than it was 
during the existence of the Sedition Act, which expired in 1801, 
and which allowed prosecutions for political libels. The Courier, 
with that self-satisfaction which never scems to desert him, and 
which must often be a happy sabstitute to the possessor, for the 
power of either reasoning or understanding reasoning, observes : 
—<‘ There has been no prosecution for a political libel under the 
authority of the Government of the United State since that peri- 
od (1801).” Why ? because no lawkuown to the United States would 
authorise such a prosecution.” We leave kim to the enjoymeat 
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ini f the admiration of those who 
his own good opinion, and 0 ' 
ahaa relish for this sort of trifling.— Morning Cir miele. 


Madrid, July 12.—Yesterday morning the King and Queen 
set off for Sacedon, attended by the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
M. Bardaxi. ,The Infantes accompanied his Majesty some dis- 
tance out of town, and then returned to the palace. The King 
has for several years been in the habit of making an annual visit 
to Secedon, situated 19 leagaes to the North East of Madsid. in 
a mountainous country, and famed for producing the best wines 
in this quarter. Sacedon was formerly a miserable village, but 
since the use of the medicinal waters found there, and we pa- 
tronage of the King, it has become a handsome town. It is = 
taated about five leagues from the spot where the Tagus ta aa 
its source, and the King is building a palace there. The chie 
ee. f the garrison of the capital accompanies the King, amount- 
ey sae and chiefly composed of the cavalry regiments 
pe oo Sagunto, and Principe, and a battalion of infantry 
peter It is supposed he willremain at the Sacedon waters 


nearly a month. 


The arrival of the King of Portugal, and his adhesion to 
the bases of the new Constitution, were received here by ex- 
press, and excited the most enthusiastic sensations. In the 
evening several houses were illuminated, and the people seemed 
animated with eladness at the happiness of their neighbours, 
and, in every direction, poured forth the most unfeigned wishes 
for their success. General Vigodet, well known to the King and 
Royal Family of Portugal, as the chief negociator of the late 
double marriage of King Ferdinand and his brother Charles, 
with their Brazilian cousins, has been sent to compliment King 
John VI. on his arrival, and it is fervently tobe hoped that the 
best understanding will be established between two countries, 
motually interested in upholding the system both have resolved 
to adopt, as the bases of their future government. 


Spain is perfectly tranquil, and the crisis expected at the 
close of the Cortes, when it was thought that the enemies of the 
Constitution would have persuaded his Majesty not to pledge 
himself to assemble the Extraordinary Cortes, has entirely pas- 
sed over, and nothing can he better than the harmony and good 
spirit that prevail among the people at large. They are firmly 
resolved not to forego these benefits they have so hardly earned, 
and by such an union of sentiments, they may laugh to Scorn the 
taunts and revilings of their enemies, those who are instigated 
by no other motives than fanaticism and disappointment. Mad 
and futile plots and conspiracies are weekly discovered, some 
even in the capital, but, however they may sound in the French 
papers, here they excite no other sentiment than laughter. al- 
thoagh they serve to keep the Constitutional party on the alert. 
At various times Curates, Friars, and other such fanatics, have 
raised the standard of rebellion, ander pretext of defending the 
faith, and by their personal influence or money, have carried 
with them to their mountainous and secluded parts of the country 
bands of ignorant followers, and there they have issued their 
proclamations, which several of the French papers have been - 
eager to pubish. These visionary attempts, however, have so 
lasted till the indignant ichabitants or the King’s esa - 
reach their fastnesses and dislodge them. The ten o ve 
projects haye consequently failed, without producing t esma a 
result, Such has been the fate of that of Curate gag adn 0 
possessed great advantages in having formerly rhe G “ 
and in having had the support and money of severa — a 
other persons turned out of office.

to cover his expences. Feudal rights have been abolished, one 
half of the tithes taken off, the custom of convents to beg remov- 
ed, so that now the farmer can rely on four bushels clear, instead 
of two, as was formerly the case. One of the first steps of the 
Cortes was to form a body of militia, of course more interested in 
the preservation of the Constitution than a standing army. As 
soon as this wish was known to the people, and before the regu- 
lations could pass the house, the inhabitants were seen organis- 
ing themselves in volunteer corps, at their own expence. In this 
capital upwards of 5,000 are organised, and in Catalonia the pro- 
portion is still greater. The regulations of the forced militia 
have now beenin operation only a few months, and of these, 
added to the volunteers, upwards of 800,000 are organised in the 
whole of Spain, whereas the standing army does not exceed 
80,000 men, viz. about 50,000 infantry, and the rest cavalry and 
artillery ; but of these, three-fourths are decided and sworn Con- 
Stitutionalists solemnly pledged to uphold the new institutions, 


The militia is divided into active and local. The active mi- 
litia are balloted for from the age of 17 to 24, and enlisted to 
serve six years, subject to the army regulations, and the orders 
of the Inspectator-General. The officers are chiefly persons who 
served during the late war. The local militia is subject only to 
the civil authorities of the provinces, and independent of the 
King. Sach, supported by public opinion, are the real guardi- 
ans of the Constitution, and, in 1814, had the Cortes only adopted 
this plan, even if it had extended only to the oapital, their ene- 
mies would not then have prevailed. 


The aspect of this country in fact changes fast. Now excel- 
lent diligences, superior to those of France, are established from 
Irun to Madrid, and from tbe latter to Barcelona, and soon the 
same conveyances will be set on foat to Cadiz and Portugal. On 
the above two lines the ians are good, so that the great impedi- 
ment which formerly prevented foreigners from visiting this inter- 
esting country, are removed. Church property sells fast, at good 
prices, and among the purchasers are many French. By the des- 
traction of majorats the influence of the nobles has been greatly 
neutralized, for though the eldest sons may repine, this reform 
binds the younger branches to the new system. The great power 
of the friars and clergy is also broken, and such only now meet 
with the respect of the people whose conduct. is irreproachable, 
and whose ideas are liberal. The liberty of the press is perfeet~ 
ly free, and the conduct of the King and his Manisters is fearless- 
ly discussed in societies established in most of the great cities, 
and which tend to keep public opinion alive. In short, nothing 
can exceed the enthusiasm of the Spanish people. I witnessed 
the other evening the first performance of a new tragedy, called 
The Comuneros; or, The Death of Padilla, the hero who headed the 
people against the tyranny of Charles V. a portion of Spanish 
history well known to us, through the labours of Robertson. At 
each sentence, breathing sentiments of freedom, national inde- 
pendance, and hatred to tyranny, the performers were stppped by 
peals of applause from every part of the theatre; such enthusiasm 
was never witnessed before. Patriotic songs are sung by persons 
of every age; but, the patriotism by which the females of this 
country are actuated is beyond example.—Star. 


Changes of the Alphabet.—The alphabet of twenty-four let-

Royal Visit to Treland.—The Osserver of the 5th of August

She has not only shared 
his privacy, and sweetened his pleasures, but she has been the 
genius of his councils and the guide to his glory. The wit of 
Sueripag illumined his youth—--the friendship of Moira directed 
his manhood —CastLereacn devised in the cabinet what Wet- 
LINGTON achieved in the field; and the first act of the crowned 
King, has been a personal tribute to the country whick made his 
regency unrivalled in our annals. A thousand associations ren- 
der Ireland dear to Georce tue Fourtn, and GrorGr THE 
Fourtu dear to Ireland. When he was not only far from power 
but opposed to power, she clung to him with prodigal affection : 
the address of 89 was one of the first fruits of her infant inde- 
pendence; and his Coronation Gazette proves that he does not 
forget it. Nine Irish names elevated to the peerage are proofs 
that prosperity is not always without a heart, and that even in 
palaces gratitude may be met with. But even independent of 
any personal affection for the reigning King, his visit presents a 
phenomenon to Ireland; it presents the first instance in Irish 
history of an English Monarch visiting her as a friend.—Govern- 
ment Gazette.

About ten days before he was confined to 
his bed, in which he lingered for forty days, having a certain and 
distinct presentiment that he was dying, he gave his Will to an 
old Priest, called Boxavirri, who had latterly been sent out to 
him, and charged him to deliver it to some member of his family 
at Rome. The Priest arrived in the English channel five weeks 
before the ‘intelligence of the death reached Europe, but was not 
allowed to jand. Although eighty yearsof age and worn out 
with illness, it is probable that he has faithfully performed the 
Jast melancholy mission of his departed master. The possession 
of this document was anxiously sought after, as the Bank, in 
which Naproteon’s wealth was deposited, always remained a 
secret, and that wealth, which was considerable, had become con- 
fiscated by a decree of the Boarbon Government. Bonaparte 
died very rich. We happen to have the means of knowing, adds 
the Editor of the Lonpon Macazine, that he had in the hands of 
one individual, nearly half a million sterling! His principal be- 
quest is supposed to have been te his son.— Government Gazette.

Penang, Dec. 11, 1821.—TI open this to say, 100 sepoys have 
just been sent from hence to Quedahin thedominions of the King 
of Siam, on account of some aggression on the part of the latter. 
Rige here is very scarce—there is in short almost a famine, so 
great is the scarcity. The ocensfon of the War with Siam ap- 
pears to have been this. The King of Siam having sent some 
troops against the Vice King 6f Quedah, he fled and sought pro- 
tection at Penang, which the Governor afforded him, and seized 
a Siamese ship which left Caleutta a little before us, and arrived 
here ten days ago, and immédiately sent'100 sipahees under 


Lieutenant Cooke, to take the part of! the self exiled chieftain. | 


Mr. Crawfurd is using his utmost endeavors to procure the libe- 
ration of the ship, and to procure an amicable settlement of the 
differences. 


December 12.-—All the truth is out abont the Siamese war now.

Cavalry at Gurrawara and conducted, by them to, Nagpore.” 
Now in the first place, the Officer commanding the ' Nerbit- 
dah Field Force, never heard of any report of * Goands” or any 
other Enemy; and in the second, no Treasure was sent with the 
Left wing of the Ist Light Cavalry. But the 8th Light Cavalry at 
Gurrawarrah received charge of six lacs of rupees, which had 
never been at, and never were sent from, Hussingabad, 


The letter goes on to say, that ‘t In case of meéting any 
interruption on their way from,Gurrawarra to Nagpore, the Ist 
took under their protection, service ammunition for the use of 
the 8th, which I sincerely trust will not be required ; byt itis best 
to guard against danger or surptise, and the circmmstance de- 
notes at once the prudence, foresight, and military skill of the Offi- 
cer now at the head of this large detachment of tle Bengal Army.” 
The ammunition alluded to, was the sérvice ammunition of 
the Ist Light Cavalry, which according ‘to custom on the relief of 
the Army, the relieving Corps receives from the Corps going 
away. This remark, and evidently the whole of the letter is an 
attempt at slanderous imputation on a gallant and distinguished 
Officer, whose military conduct stands too high: so be shaken by 
such malicious fabrications:. an Officer who has so endeared 
himself to the Army he commands, that the writer of this can 
vouch that na.member of it here would so sully a Soldier’s feeling 
of gratitude and hononr, as to be guilty.of such unjust detraction. 
It is a fair specimen of Joun Buiw's Correspondents, and the 
sources of his indisputable authorities.

POORNEEAH OR BRIBERY CASE. 


By reference to the Report of the Trial of this case published in 
the Journat of the 15th of December last, it will be seen that besides 
the persons tried in the fourth Sessions of last year, for corrupting the 
Pundits of the Sudder Dewannee Adawlut, of which they were found 
guilty, one Soolpan Puttuck, Pundit of the Zillah Court of Poorneeah, 
was also included in the same Indictment, but he then failed to make 
his appearance. This person having since came forward, was put to the 
Bar this-day; ‘charged with the same offence of being concerned ina 
conspiracy with Sree Narain and others to bribe the Pundits of the Sud- 
der Deewanee Adawlnt, in order to influence them in giving their Be- 
wustu or Legal Opinion in a cause pending in the Zillah Court of Poorneah. 


Mr. FERGUSSON opened the case for the Prosecution ; and went 
over cursorily the history of the case as given in the Number of this 
Journal already referred to, asing many of the same arguments, for which 
reason we forebear to repeat them. He then added, that the case 
against this Defendant was, he must confess, far less strong than against 
any of the others, who were implicated in the Indictment; and he ,had 
told the former Jury who tried this case that he did not think there was 
then sufficient evidence against this. Defendant. It was however to be 
cousidered that on that occasion the witnesses had been examined only 
as to whit took place in Calcutta ; and some material witnesses expected 
from Poorneeah had not then arrived. These witnesses were now 
present: and still he did not know if with their evidence he would be 
able to coavict him, They wonld be examined: and if they chose to tell 
what they knew, the Jury would be able to pronounce whether or not 
there was sufficient evidence againt the Defendant. If it was not fully 
sufficient he would not.ask a Verdict against him,—God forbid. But 
if the witnesses should tell ali the truth and it should appear that this 
person was concerned in the-transaction of bribing the Pundits, being 
privy to it, consenting and aidiog therein in any mauner, however re- 
mote, the Judge would tell them (the Jury) that ie was equally guilty as 
if he had given the bride to the Pundits with his own hand. 


He would now say a few words onthe delay that had taken 
place in bringing: these persons to trial, asso much had been said 
on a former occasion about the great hardship of bringing the mat- 
ter forward after such a length of time. He conld see no hardship 
in the case; as far as regarded the Defendants it was no hardship 
on earth, unléss that Justice had been defrauded all that time. The Pro- 
secutor (Mr. Reed) could have no motive whatever for desiring any de- 
lay ; and his conduct had shown that it was entirely contrary to his 
wish. In bringing it forward, he is actuated by a desire to see public 
justice done: this at least is the main ingredient that enters into the 
motives of his econdret. The Government itself some tine after these 
events took place was so convinced of the enormity of the case, that they 
took up the prosecution against the persons for corrupting the Pandits ; 
and this was done by the advice of the Law Officers of Government at 
the time, one of whom he (Mr. Fergusson) was. An Indictment was pre- 
pared against Chitturputtee Jah, one of the Pandits of the Suddur Dee- 
wanee Adalut, and the Grand Jury fonnd a Trne Bill; but the man fled 
and died, or gave it out he was dead, although he is said now to be alive 
ot Nepal, and as well as ever he was, However that case remains un- 
tried. When Mr. Reed obtained information against the other parties con- 
cerned in it, he applied to Government again to take up the Prosecution. 
They however refused; but vety properly told Mr. Reed that he was at 
liberty to proseente, and referred him to the Supreme Court for redress. 
The Government never indicted Doolhar Chowdhree (who was concerned 
in the bribery transaction, ‘and was a great man), thinking perhaps the 
Pundits to be the only persons with whom they had todo. In the 
mean time Doolhar Chowdhree absconded another way,—he absconded 
in a Rajaship! He some way or other became a Rajah, and we heard no 
more of him. Mr Reed continnally wearied Mr Blacquiere, (as that Gentle- 
man couldftell if he were in Court), to obtain warrants for briaging witnes- 
ses, &c. to hasten the case; and urged him to make the case over to the 
Grand Jury. Warrants were issued; Himmut Sing was brought down 
by one, and was examined by Mr. Blacquiere, who let him ¢o to his honse 
to bring down a material document which he (Himmat Sing) said was 
in his possession. But the fellow, instead of bringing the said doen- 
ment, absconded; warrant after warrant was issued for his apprehen- 
sion, but w thont effect, during 6 or 7 years. Mr. Reed in the mean time 
pressed Mr. Blacquiere to send the case to the Grand Jary; bnt Mr, 
Blacqwe-e using a just discretion, thought there was not sufficient 
evidence to proye the case without the evidence of Himmnt Sing and 
therefore did not comply with Mr. Reed’s desire. At length Himmut 
Sing was laid hold of, and bronght down to Calentta; he went before 
the Grand Jury, and the bill was found principally upou his evidence. 
On coring ont trom the Grand Jury, he immediately absconded, and 
we could not prevent it, forwe had no means of keeping him, Again 
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a Warrant was issned for his apprehension, bot we have not been able to 
find him. This man lives iv the same fzmilv dweiling, or homestead, 
if not under the roof with the Defendants JuwaharSing and Byjuant 
Sing; and they uo doubt have cansed and continue to cause his conceal- 
ment, as willappear from this le:ter of the Poorneea Magistrate. (Hert 
Mr. Fergusson read the following Letter.) . 


To G. Warde, Esq. Sheriff of Calcutta. 


Sir,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your Lettor 
of the 2d of October last, regardiag Himmat Sing the witness subpenaed 
in Mr, Reed’s case agaiust the late Steenarain Roy and others. —Every 
measure has been adopted by me to cause Himmut Sing’s apprehension, 
bat without success ; and he has even takeu such precautions as to leave 
it doubtful whether he is at Benares or here at Purneah; tho’ great 
suspicion exists that he is concealed in Bydenath Sing’s or Johair’s 
house: itis however evident that they are the persons who couceal him, 
and whoif required could preduce him, Ihave the honor to be, Sir, 
your most obedient Servant,

It is clear therefore that the Defendants former'y tried, kept Him- 

mnt Sing away, and thus the case lay over. These letters (which were 

produced onthe last trial!) at last came out, and then the case was 
proceeded in. 


Mr. Reed could therefo re have no bad motives in this proceeding : 
he is indeed a man who pursues with indefatigable zeal whatever he 
undertakes, and when engaged in a law proceeding, will pu h his’ case 
as far as it will go, to complete defeat or victory ; if victory it can be 
called, convicting persons of infamous crimes. And whatever the moe 
tives, the result of his prosecutions is highly useful, Noduiag has 
tended more to open the eyes of Goverume t t) tie sitvation of their 
snbjects, who ate thus the prey of kaavery nuder the colour of law. 
Our Magistrates cannot be very well acguainted with the Native laws, 
and must therefore pay great deference to the opinions of these. Native 
Interpreters. Consequently corruptiog the Pundits is as bad as corrupt. 
ing the Judge himself; nay worse, for the Intter if done directly, would 
be attended with fair greater danger and diffcutties, which would neces- 
sarily prevent its frequency. But these persons liviag, orrather starving 
on perhaps 80 rupees (in this case only 69) a month, how is it possi« 
ble they should resist a bribe of half a lakh? This case wonld, he 
hoped, attract the attention not only of the local Government; but also 
of the higher authorities at home, and be the means of causing some res 
medy to be adopted to prevent the recprrence of such enormous abuses, 
“ Justice (said he) as I stated before, ‘and which I must now repeat— 
Justice WAS SET UP AT AUCTION AND SOLD TO THE HIGHEST Bip- 
per!!" Unless this system is put down by the verdict of honest Juries, 
it is impossible that the unfortunate Natives of this country, who are 
subject to it, can fora moment enjoy their property or even their lives 
in security. 

HURRUKDUT JAH, a Brahmin, living at Hurinmooree, in the Zils 
Iah of Poorneah, was then sworn and examined as a witness in this case, 
None of his evidence went to criminate Soolpan Puttuck, the present 
Defendant; but it strongly corroborated the evidence given by the 
other witnesses in the former trial. This witness had been sent to Cal. 
entta by Sree Narayn and Lullit Narayn te assist Himmut Sing (the 
confidential agent employed to manage the bribery transaction), 
in negociating with the Pundit, Ciitterputtee Jah, The Pundit was 
married to the sister of this witness, who, while in Caleutta, lived in 
the Pundit’s house at Kidderpare, about the time of the Bewustuh being 
givenin. There Doolhar Chowdhree, Hinmnt Sing, and Kewul Kissen 
Misser, (the bribers) were in the habit of calling upon the Pandit; and 
the witaess saw Himmut Sing give Rank Notes ( Bunkur Noats ) to the 
Pandit, which he was told, amounted to the sum of 75,000 rupees,

JAYA NUND JAH, another Brahmin, a native of the village of 
Dumaduh, in the Zillah of Peorneeah, was then examined. His evidence 
was of the same character as that of the preceding witness, He came 
to Caleutta the same vear as the Pundit Chutterputtee Jah. He knew 
a reference in the case of Gungadut Jah against Sreenaraya and Lallit. 
narayn, was made to the Pundits of the Suddur Dewanee Adawlut; he 
does not recollect the time; but it was about 12 or 1% years ago; and Le 
was employed in a Printing Office belonging to Baboo Ram, (a Servant 
of Mr. Colebrooke’s), as correcter of the Bengalee or Shanserit Press. 
At the time of the reference respecting the case pending in the Zillah 
Court of Poorneah, he had seen Kewul Kissen Misser, Doollar Chow, 
dhree, and Himmut Sing, (the bribers), at the Pandit’s, but the witnes- 
being employed inthe lower appartments of the house, managing: the 
Printing Office, he did not sit in the room where the Pundit received 
the said persons; but being reiated to Chitturputtee Jal he ate with him, 


Q. Do you know of any money (roopue ) being given to the Pundit? 
A, I did not see any money (roopue) given. 
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Q. Did you see any Bank Notes given? 

A. Yes: i had happened to come up to get a proof corrected ; and saw 
Himmut Sing counting out Bank Notes to Chittarpatree Jub; I imme- 
diteiy went down. (In answer to another quesjim) I beard from Hurrakdut 
Jah that the Notes were given on the part of Sree Narayu and Lallut 
Narayn. 

Q. Do you know if Doolhar Chowdree gave the Pandit any money? 

A. Doolhar Chowdhree had then come from his country and visited the 
Pundit; and [ saw him or Kewul Kissen Misser bring a bag of money to 
One of the rooms inthe house where I was sittiug with Babooram. I 
‘was fold that the Pundit did not receive this money. I heard that it was 
deposited in the hands of Babooram my master; and that it remained 
with him two or three days, after which Bobooram said he had retarned 
the money. (It was suggested by the Bench that this was not evidence.) 

Q. When Babooram said so, was Chutturputtee present ? 

A. He ws. 

Q. Then mention what he said ? 

A. Babooram told Chittarpattee Jah that he had returned the whole 
of the Gold Mohurs and Bunkur Noats to Doolar Chowdhree in the tent 
or lodgings at Chitpore. 

Q. Did you abont the time in question see the other Pundit of the 
Sudder Deewanee Adawint with Chitturputtee Jah ? 

A. I did at Chitturpattee Jah’s. 

Q. For what purpose did he go to Chitturputee’s Honse ? 

A. He went to consult with Chitturputtee Jah about the Bewustuh 
in the case in question. 

Q. How often did yon see the other Pundit; and was it after or 
before the payment of the Bank Notes by Himmut Sing? 

A. I saw Chuatturputtee Jah and Chutterbhoo) Nyar Rutten (the 
other Pundit) in Chuttarpattee’s house, two or three times subsequent 
to the Bank Notes being given as abovementioned. 

Q. Did you afterwards hear of any Bewustuh being given into the 
Sudder Deewanee Adawiut by the Pundits ? 

A. About three days after I heard that the Bewnstuh of the Pundits 
in the Poorneeah case had been given in, favorable to Sree Narayn and 
Lallat Narayn, 


Mr. FERGUSSON then observed that the Wituess examined had 
mot given any evidence against the Defendant at the Bar, aud he under- 
stood that the evidence of the remaining Witnesses would be equally 
against the Persons who had already been tried ; wherefore he would not 
call any more Witnesses. 


There being no evidence against Soolpan Puttuck, the present De- 
fendant, the Jury, without retiring, pronounced a Verdict of NOT 
GUILTY, and he was accordingly discharged. 


The First Sessions of Oyer and Terminer for the present year, were 
then adjourned,
